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DETAILED ACTION

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
December 2, 2005 has been entered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 8, 10-14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Smail, for the reasons set forth in the previous Office Action. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Smail, in 
view of Smith, for the reasons set forth in the previous Office Action. 

Claims 9 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Smail, in view of Baking 91 1 , for the reasons set forth in the previous Office Action. 

Claims 22-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Smail, in view of Nutra USA, for the reasons set forth in the previous Office Action. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed August 2, 2005, have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the compositions of Smail do not inherently prevent the 
formation of acrylamide because they do not have the unique chemical structure of 
cyclodextrins that Applicant's compositions have. However, it is submitted that Smail 
does disclose the use a cyclodextrin with sufficient specificity (see page 1, section 001 
1). As such, it would have been expected that these compositions of Smail would have 
the same properties as those of Applicant. As Smail does disclose using cyclodextrins, 
no further motivation is required. 

As for the claims directed to a method of preventing the formation of acrylamide, 
since Smail discloses the composition using a cyclodestrin, as discussed above and as 
claimed by Applicant, it would be expected that the composition of Smail would also 
prevent the formation of acrylamide. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejections of claims 3, 9, 15 and 22-25 
are also unpersuasive because there is no need for Smith, Baking 91 1 or Nutra USA to 
teach the use of a cyclodextrin as Smail already teaches this limitation. Therefore, 
these claims remain rejected for obviousness for the reasons of record.
